After the hearing is over, the pro- 
fessor of law admitted, he and his wife 
will separate. The two older children, 
he added, will be placed in a school in 
Chicago.

“I have every sympathy with the 
purposes and the plans of Mrs. Tier- 
nan to prosecute, but I have given 
all the assistance that I can give or 
should be called upon to give. I will 
rearrange my life in accordance with 
the conditions thrust into it by this 
tragic incident. 

“I have also been influenced by 
thoughts of my two little girls, Mary 
and Irene. Their nameg have been 
dragged into the case #:d I am try- 
ing to protect them.” 

He’s a Spectator Now. 

The fourth point in the professor’s 
explanation of his sudden withdrawal 
is the legal one. 

“I have never entered my appear- 
ance formally nor have I been sub- 
poenaed as a witness,” he declared.

Hundreds of 
passengers, men, women, and children, 
some 90 years of age and some as 
young as 1 day, and many sick, were 
required to live in almost unbearable 
heat for periods varying from one to 
four days. 

“In fact, before action could be 
taken to remedy the situation caused 
by the abandonment of these trains, 
and during this fierce heat, one woman 
gave birth to a child.

Whipped and Beaten.

“These acts were not committed 
against workers alone. Their families 
have suffered with them.

“On Aug. 7 a United States deputy 
marshal was assaulted by a mob of

in an automobile. A car inspector at 
Newburgh was likewise assaulted on 
He was later placed in jail 
and refused bail. Ten railroad guards 
were badly beaten at Fort Smith about 
July 21 and a traveling auditor at De 
Queen was assaulted on July 23. 

“A special deputy marshalat Rose- 
ville, Cal., was shot twice and a state 
railroad policeman was struck on the 
arm and knee. Railroad guards at 
Needles were attacked by strikers, re- 
sulting in the wounding of one guard 
and one striker. 

Violence in Mlinois. 

“On July 21 a substation employé 
at Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, was beaten, 
thrown ‘into the river, and ordered to 
leave town. Several assaults have also 
been committed in [Illinois in and 
around Springfield. Iowa has been the 
scene of many disturbances. A mob 
of 200 men at Des Moines attacked em- 
ployés of the Chicago and Great West- 
ern railroad, stripped them of their 
clothing, and inflicted severe bodily in- 
juries. 

“Four workmen were badly beaten 
on the 14th of July at Detroit, Mich., 
a flagman on the Pére Marquette road 
at Saginaw, Mich., and two employés 
on the Wabash road at Detroit were 
assaulted on July 24. 

“On July 6 two temporary police- 


men at Cumberland were surrounded 
by a mob, forced into an automobile, 
taken several miles into the country, 
released, and told not to return. . In 
Mississippi, near Méridian, one man 
was kidnaped, taken into the country, 
and beaten almost to death. 


Run Out of Town. ‘ 


“Missouri has been the scene of 
many disturbances. An engineer on 
the Cotton Belt line at Illmo was shot 
on Aug. 18; at Hannibal, earlier in 
August, a United States deputy mar- 
shal was slugged and badly beaten: 
two railroad employés were run out of 
town by strikers. A car repairer was 
hit on the head with a rock on the 
night of Aug. 17, and United States 
deputy marshals at Jefferson City 
were attacked on July 26 by a police- 
man and an alderman. 


“On July 19 a shop foreman at 
Helena, Mont., on the Great Northern, 
was taken by strikers and left five 
miles from town in his underclothing. 
A roundhouse foreman at Havre was 
tarred and feathered on July 21. Gas 
bombs were thrown at a United States 
deputy marshal at Lincoln; Neb., on 
Aug. 5. 


Invade Workers’ Quaters. 


“ At Cencord, N. H., on July 18, 
five masked men entered the sleeping 
quarters of railroad employés, marched 
them to the city limits and brutally

“In New Jersey, Guring the latter 
part of July, United States* deputy 
marshals,, who were attempting to ar- 
rest parties interfering’ with mails 
and commerce, were themselves ar- 
rested by local police and strikers re- 
leased. In New Mexico, at Tucum- 
cari, strikers stopped trains carrying 
men to the shops on July 18, assaulted 
the railroad guards and carried the 
men away in automobiles, At Hornell, 
N. Y., on Aug. 16; one employé was 
stabbed and another kidnaped and 
carried outside of town. 


Killed and Wounded. 


“On July 28 two policemen were 
wounded and a number of workers 
killed in an affray on the Illinois Cen- 
tral near Memphis. About July 29 a 
United States deputy marshal was 
whipped by strikers and strike sympa- 
thizers at Cleburne, Tex.. Employés at 
work in this vicinity were told if they 
did not resign immediately their homes 
would be burned. The situation at 
Denison was especially acute.

graphical Union of North America, 
which opened here today. 

“Organized labor is the militant 
mdOvement which is bearing the brunt 
of the battle not only for themselves, 


but for every man and woman who 
toils,” he continued. 

Mr. Gompers wanted to know what 
power Mr. Daugherty had to ask such 
an injunction regarding the open shop, 
and what law permitted him to use 
such a power. He claimed that the 
conduct of government officials was 
atrocious. 

“Trying te Defiate Labor.” 

“They are trying to deflate labor,” 
Mr. Gompers said, as he pounded upon 
a chair. “ Deflation means for us to 
eat less and haul our belts up a notch, 
to live in less healthful quarters and 
wear less becoming clothes, and to send 
our children to work at early ages.

“The shopmen’s strike is more effec- 
tive now than it was, even with in- 
junctions which are secured from gov- 
ernment pets like Judge Wilkerson, 
who issued the injunction powers for 
the attorney general,” Mr. Gompers 
deciared. ‘‘ Injunctions forbid people 
to do things they have a lawful right 
to do and permit others to do things 
they should not. Any offender 
against an injunction is guilty of con- 
tempt of court. But the industrial tide 
has turned.” 


He Congratulates Lewis. 


After reviewing the major strikes 
during the last year, Mr. Gompers and 
the executive council sent a message 
io John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers of America, de- 
claring that “the advantageous settle- 
ment of the miners’ strike marks the 
turning of the tide that will usher in 
ihe fulfillment of labor's hopes and 
aspirations.”’ 

Asserting that “the meetings of the 
executive council promise to be of 
great significance to the general labor 
movement and all elements in our in- 
dustrial, financial, educational, and po- 
litical life,” the delegates today de- 
ferred until a future session considera- 


tion of the shopmen’s strike.

The operators have been holding off 
pending the results of the dickering 
between the Russo-Asiatic Consolidated 
and Leonid Krassin, and since the com- 
pany is returning to Russia under a 
ninety-nine year lease providing al- 
most pre-war conditions, the oil com- 
panies believe the time is ripe to open 
negotiations with the Reds. 

It is significant that to this end the 
Anglo-Russian company, capitalized at 
£2,500,000 (about $11,125,000), has in- 
creased its capitalization to £4,000,000 
fabout $17,800,000). The new capital 
is to be used entirely towards recon- 
struction and redevelopment of their 
Russian properties. 

Calls Schools Wrecked. 

{Chieage Tribune Foreign News Service.] 

RIGA, Sept. 11.—Soviet Russia's 
school system is both demaralized and 
disorganized, according to the Moscow 
Isvestia, one of the official organs of 
the soviet government, which an- 
nounces that during the six years of 
the bolshevik régime the government 
has ignored the public schools. 

This article in the Isvestia is the 
first to appear in the soviet press tell- 
ing conditions of the public school sys- 
tem. The writer, 8S. Mitskevitch, ex- 
poses the hopeless inefficiency of the 
commissariat of education. 

Teachers Paid $6 Monthly. 

“Schools are disorganized and have 
been all but totally destroyed by neg- 
lect,” charges Mr. Mitskevitch. 
“Teachers in Moscow are now draw- 
ing the wages of a twelfth class 
worker. This is about 26,000,000 rubles 


paid two and three months after their 
salary has become due.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 11.—The 
all-water route from Germany to Per- 
sia and Central Asia had been opened 
and the first bargeload of goods had 
been debarked at Enzeli and trangs- 
shipped to Teheran.

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EDISON HONORED | 


FOR 40 YEARS OF 
ELECTRICAL FAME 


Insull Is Chief Speaker a 
Employes’ Dinner. 


~ 


New York, Sept. 11.—[Special.J— 
Samuel Insull, head of Chicago's gas 
and electric light companies, who has 


just returned to America, was one of 
the principal speakers tonight at a 
banquet celebrating the fortieth anni- 
versary of the effective use of elec- 
tricity. 

Thomas A. Edison, “the father of 
electricity,""” was the guest of honor. 
Mr. Insull was his private secretary 
more than thirty years ago, He has 
been associated with Mr. Edison for 
forty-three years, first in his service in 
England for a few years and afterward 
in this country. 

Describes Edison’s Triumph. 

He described Edison’s early triumph 
with an improved telephone used in 
England and told of his first meeting 
with Mr. Edison after the inventor 
had sent for him to come to America. 

He said he met Edison on the day 
of his arrival here, in 1879. Mr. Edi- 
eon, he said, advised him to get some 
lunch, as he had a great deal of work, 
which he hoped to accomplish by 5 
o'clock the next morning. The in- 
ventor worked until that time before 
retiring, he said. - 

Mr. Insull told of the early diffi: 
culties in financing the Edison com- 
pany, and said that several times “ it 
looked as if the project would fall 
through.’’ The growth of the Edison 
interests wag emphasized by Mr. In- 
gull when he mentioned that the pres- 
ent investment in New York state 
alone is $154,830,000, as compared to 
an original capital of $78,000. 

Edison’s Lights Contrasted. 

Between speeches Mr. Edison's first 
successful incandescent lamp was 
lighted at one end of the ballroom. 
Other lights in the ballroom were ex- 
tinguished and the fifteen candlepower 
of his original model served to light 
only a few feet of the room. 

The light was then turned out and 
the largest incandescent lamp ever 


made was lighted for. the first time in | > 


public. This was a 60,000 candlepower 
lamp which was recently completed in 
the Edison laboratories, and all present 
were obliged to shade their eyes. 

Thirty men and two women, who 
have worked for Mr. Edison or one of 
the companies which bear his name 
for the past forty years, were at the 
dinner. Another person present was 
Richard Kolb, 80, who had a saloon 
at 164 Pear! street when the first cen- 
tral station was opened and was 
among the fifty-nine original custom- 
ers of the Edison company. 


Greets Old Customer. 


Mr. Edigon as he entered paused 
beside Mr. Kolb’s chair, and greeted 
him with, “ Hello, Dick.”’ 

“Hello, Tommy,” Mr. Kolb replied. 
Mr. Edison passed on with a few pleas- 
ant words and Mr. Kolb told the fol- 
lowing story:

DUTY ON POTASH 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 11.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Duties of 1% cents a pound, or 
the equivalent of $30 a ton, On potash 
are contained in the conference com- 
mittee tariff bill, it was learned today. 
The duty is to remain in effect for 
three years. 

While the action of jhe conferees 
was a compromise, it is Mighly distaste- 
ful to the agricultural interests, which 
objected to any duty on this fertilizer 
material. 

Gray Silver, Washington representa- 
tive of the American Farm Bureau 
federation, said the proposed duty 
would mean a higher price for potash 
imported from Germany and France 
and would be a direct burden on farm- 
ers. He said he did not expect it 
would be possible to make a further 
fight against the duty. 

The duty, it is claimed, will enable 
the potash producers of Nebraska, 
Utah, and Califormia, whose plants are 
now shut down entirely, to realize 


| something on their investmient. 


In commenting on the tariff bill 
from the standpoint of agriculture, Mr. 
Silver said that while the wool grow- 
ers, cattle raisers, and growers of 
fruits and nuts in the far west are 
highly pleased over the protection ac- 
corded them, the ordinary small farmer 
is not so well satisfied. 

Advantages Deprecated. 

Mr. Silver expressed the opinion that 
duties on many of the farm products, 
such as corn, will be of no particular 
advantage and that advantages accru- 
ing to the small farmer would be out- 
weighed by additional costs of manu- 
factured articles. . 

The flexible tariff provisions, it was 
learned, are made permanent legisla- 
tion in the new bill.

Of course, one advertisement a month would not be 
often enough for some products. Others would not 
need full pages, But, considering all the circum- 


stances, here is a Striking ey.ample of adequate ad- 
vertising. 


Let us attempt to visualize the ecomomy of big space 
in a medium of big circulation. To measure advertis- 
ing quantitatively we must multiply space by circula- 
tion. An inch ad in a medium ef 100,000 circulation 
is as much advertising ‘as an inch in, four mediums of 
25,000 circulation each, or as 100 inches in a medium 
of 1,000 circulation. Multiplyimg lineage by circu- 
lation and striking off six points, we get a measure 
of advertising volume called the Milline, which is the 
equivalent of one agate line with one million circula- 
tion. It may be used as a measure of volume for 
advertising as the gallon is used for gasoline or the 
ton for coal. eat eae ' 


The Holland campaign ran in The Sunday Tribune 
with a circulation of 800,000 and a rate of $1.00 per 
line—2Z,440 lines'to the page. We multiply the num- 
ber of lines in a page, 2,440, by the circulation, 
800,000, and find that for each $2,440 expended for 
a Tribune page, the Holland Company received 1,952 
Millines of advertising. Therefore, the 22 pages 
cost $53,680 and yielded 42,944 Millines.

To make plain the economy of this and to show how

Here is a singularly lovely actress 
—one who can reach out over the foot- 
lights and tug at your heartstrings— 
occupied for a matter of two hours 
with an airy and impertinent business 
of making faces.

“Part Time” System 


Stirs Parents. 


A statement by Hart Hanson, mem-

Robs Children of Seats.

From 10,000 to 
14,000 children are now without school 
seats as a direct result. 

“The child victims are required to 
be in classrooms by 8 o'clock in the 
morning, or must remain, if on the 
afternoon relay, until 4:45 p. m. Par- 
ents objecting to having their chil- 
dren away from home at such time 
point out further that the schedule 
makes an inconvenient noon hour, as 
one child may be required to eat at 11 
a. m., while another in the same fam- 
ily may not reach home for lunch be- 
fore 1 o'clock or later. 


Children Thrown on Streets. 


“In many cases where both parents 
work during the day the children are 
thrown out on the streets during the 
worst hours of traffic. In other cases 
the same children have early morning 
and late afternoon classes, with no- 
where to go but the streets, while their 
seats are being occupied by other chil- 
dren. 

“In addition to the 40,000 of our pub- 
lic school pupils on part time, 30,000 
are attending classes in portable build- 
ings having sheetiron roofs that attract 
heat in summer, and thin floors that 
are cold in winter, according to the 
parents.”
